On March 31, 2020, at approximately 1708 hours, two plain clothes officers assigned to the Metropolitan Division 
Crime Impact Team were conducting surveillance in the City of Whittier. The officers were looking for several 
suspects who committed a robbery in Wilshire Division. As the officers sat inside their unmarked vehicle, they 
were approached by a male Hispanic (unrelated to their surveillance), who pointed a firearm at them, resulting in 
an Officer-Involved Shooting. The suspect was struck once by gunfire and was taken into custody without 
incident. The suspect’s weapon, a loaded .380 caliber pistol, was recovered at scene. 


The suspect was transported to a local hospital and was listed in stable condition. 


No officers were injured during this incident.
